To them the \ rophet, 
I who is called both Krishnamurti and 
I Alcyone, confirms by 
his

| the declaratio ns of Mrs. Annie Besant 
in her address at. the Sorbonne last 
year that a profound 
change 
was 
: coming in the life of humanity and 
1 that it was to enter upon a new phase 
I to he signalized by the coming of the 
Master who was to establish a new’ 
religion. 
The prophet presided at a meeting 
of theosophists of which he is the 
head. It has 4,000 members, of whom 
GOO are in France. 
He plans to pass 
about six months at the University of
